Some items are highly controversial. 
The Defense Department legislative list 
will affect 3,000,000 men and women in 
uniform and their famiiles in such vital 
matters as pay, housing and medical care 
and will have an impact on hundreds of 
thousands of persons now in civilian life 
or soon to leave military service. 
Although details are still under pre- 
election wraps, there is no question about 
what will be the biggest item in the De- 
fense Department’s legislative package, 
both in terms of cost and overall combat 
readiness. 
That will be a request for continuation 
of the draft beyond its 30 June 1955 ex-

piration date, coupled with sweeping re- 
forms in the Reserve Forces. 

Cost of the new Reserve Forces plan, 
now being whipped into final shape, is 
estimated at $750,000,000 per year, or just 
about double present expenditures for the 
Reserve and National Guard. 

Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson 
has described the present status of the 
Reserve Forces as a “scandal” in event 
of an emergency and “a very disturbing 
thing for the American people.” 

President Eisenhower has promised 
that the Administration will send new 
Reserve Forces legislation to the 84th 
Congress early in its session as an item 
of highest priority. 

Aside from the three quarters of a bil- 
lion dollars per year cost factor, the Re- 
serve Forces Bill is certain to provoke 
controversy in other areas; namely its 
bedrock demand for compulsory service 
by former servicemen and shifting em- 
phasis in various phases of Reserve and 
National Guard activities and relation- 
ships to the Federal government. 

Pentagon authorities are hopeful that 
the 84th Congress will act expeditiously 
on the Reserve Forces plan, particularly 
with regard to extension of the draft, but 
on the basis of past experience, last-min- 
ute conclusive action appears more likely 
in late May or June. 


Pay Raise Bill 


In addition to the $750,000,000 Reserve 
Forces Bill, the Pentagon will ask Con- 
gress to vote military morale legislation 
—including a pay raise—which would cost 
roughly $250,000,000. 

At the order of Mr. Wilson, an ad hoc 
committee under RAdm. Henry C. Bru- 
ton, USN, is busy at work on a detailed 
pay report. 

Its findings are not expected to result 
in an across-the-board percentage cost- 
of-living pay raise request, as was made 
to the 83d Congress just before the Eisen- 
hower Administration took command. 

That measure, sent to the Capitol by 
former Defense Secretary Robert A. 
Lovett in January 1953, would cost about 
$400,000,000 based on the present strength 
of the Armed Forces. 

However, the 1953 pay raise proposal 
was in the form of an 8 per cent advance 
in basic pay and allowances for everyone. 

The belief is that the Eisenhower 

Administration will endorse a pay 

raise plan of possibly 5 per cent on 

basic pay and limited largely, if not 
exclusively, to persons with at least 
two years active service. 

‘This would have two results. First, the 
eost would be reduced greatly, since a 
large percentage of the Armed Forces is 
composed of men serving required two- 
year tours, notably draftees. 

Second, the limited pay raise plan 
would inerease the spread in pay between 
the lower and higher ranks and thereby 
give added incentive for advancement, a 
point that was stressed in the Womble 
Report. 

The fate of any military pay raise pro- 
posal in the 84th Congress will be linked, 
of course, with pay legislation for civilian 
employees. 

As reported previously in THE JOURNAL, 
if civilian employees win a pay raise 
Secretary Wilson will demand that equit- 
able treatment be given those in uniform. 


Boost for Academies 


But whatever the outcome of the broad 
pay raise legislation, one military pay 
raise bill is certain to be submitted to the 
‘84th Congress. 

This “100 per cent sure” pay proposal 
would raise the monthly pay of cadets 
and midshipmen at the U. S. Military, 
Naval, Coast Guard and also the U. S. 
Air Force Academy from $81.12 to $111.15. 
‘President Eisenhower supports this pro- 
‘posal aimed at obtaining the highest cali- 
ber young men for the Service Acad- 
emies. It will go forward to the Capitol 
early next year at an estimated annual 
cost of $3,000,000. 

‘Congress will be asked to give its 
‘O.K. to awarding pay credit for the 
time officers spent as students at 
the Service Academies. This would 
cost about $7,000,000. 





Revised take-home pay for the thous- 
ands in service who receive differential 
pay for flying and other hazardous duties 
may be included in the 1955 legislative 
package. The problem is under current 
study at the Defense Department level, 
reviving the recommendation made last 
year by a civilian committee headed by 
the present Chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, RAdm. Lewis L. 
Strauss, USNR. 

The Strauss Commission on Differential 
Pays said that these should be set up as a 
pecentage of base pay. In line with this 
approach, the Air Force last year sub- 
mitted the draft of a bill which would 
cost about $34,000,000 per year for the 
Air Force alone. 


Rehabilitation Pay for Reserves 


The Pentagon is expected to ask the 
Budget Bureau and Congress to vote ap- 
proval of rehabilitation pay for Reserve 
officers who are forced off active service, 
much the same as is now provided for 
Regular officers released from active duty 
after having been passed over twice and 
prior to achievement of retirement eligi- 
bility. 

In another fiscal bill, whose cost 
will run into the millions, the De- 
fense Department will propose that 
servicemen receive a “dislocation al- 
lowance” upon permanent changes 
of station. This will probably be a 
percentage of one month’s base pay. 


Increased per diem (now $9 in the U. S.) 
also is likely to be included as a Pen- 
tagon 1955 legislative request. 

Housing and Medicare 

On the military housing front, the 
Pentagon will ask continuation of the 
program voted in the 83d Congress, with 
probability of a request for upwards of 
$75,000,000. Reduced rentals for thou- 
sands of substandard quarters will be 
sought, which would save Service fami- 
lies millions of dollars. 

In another multi-million dollar pro- 
posal, the Defense Department, acting 
on the President’s declaration that im- 
provement is needed in medical care for 
military families, will ask legislation 
spelling out specific authority for this 
benefit and authorizing the use of 
civilian doctors and hospital facilities to 
augment military medical personnel and 
Service hospitals. 

This legislation will prove to be, with 
the Reserve Forces Bill, the most contro- 
versial items in the Defense Department 
legislative package. 

The American Medical Association is 
certain to oppose the measure vigorous- 
ly. There is some speculation that the 
powerful A.M.A. might attempt to scut- 
tle the bill by proposing that all medical 
care in the U.S., where possible, be pro- 
vided by civilian doctors for dependents 
of Service personnel. This would be un- 
acceptable to the Defense Department. 

The cost of the Dependent Care Bill 
will be approximately $25,000,000, accord- 
ing to the Moulton Commission Report 
on Medical Care for Dependents of Mili- 
tary Personnel, submitted to Secretary 
Wilson last year. 


Survivor Benefits 


A Survivor Benefits Bill, which would 
include everyone in service under Social 
Security and which would equalize bene- 
fits received by survivors of persons who 
die in active military duty, is now receiv- 
ing final scrutiny at the Budget Bureau. 

This measure would implement the 
recommendations of the Kaplan Commis- 
sion, one of whose members was Secre- 
tary Wilson. 

Although it is designed to improve sur- 
vivor benefits for the large majority of 
military families, the bill will actually 
cost less than is now spent for this pur- 
pose. The Kaplan Report says as much as 
$74,000,000 can be saved, by limiting bene- 
fits to those who suffer financial loss due 
to the death of a serviceman and by dis- 
continuing benefits under the Federal 
Employees Compensation Act — another 
item of potential controversy. 

The items in the Defense Department 
1955 legislative package discussed in this 
article are, of course, the highlights of

Patrol Squadron 47 
Gets First PSM-2’s 


The first several of the Navy’s new 
anti-submarine warfare seaplane, the 
Martin P5M-2 “Marlins,” have been as- 
signed to Patrol Squadron 47 at Ala- 
meda, Calif. 

An improved version of the earlier 
P5M-1, which are in service with Navy 
patrol Squadrons of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Fleets, the Marlin’s high “T” tail 
provides better control during slow air- 
speeds and water maneuvers. 

Its hull resembles the bow of a speed 
boat and results in a reduction of water 
spray which increases the life of the en- 
gine propellers and permits takeoff in 
heavier seas with higher gross weights 
than previously possible. 

The P5M-2 is powered by two Wright 
turbo-compound 3450 horsepower en- 
gines.

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SAC REPORT URGES PAY HIKE 


A Strategic Air Command Committee, presumably with approval of Gen- 
eral Curtis E. LeMay, USAF, has sent to the Pentagon a 60-page “career 
attractiveness” report which makes 40 recommendations, including a military 
pay increase and 30 others which must be carried out at higher levels than SAC. 

At the Pentagon, Air Force authorities said that similar reports are being 
received from other major commands. They declined to release the SAC study 


Under chairmanship of Brig. Gen. William P. Fisher, USAF, the SAC 
Committee, composed of nine colonels, one major and one captain, called 
for review of travel allowances for dependents, improvement of military and 
family housing, regular working schedules and programs, increased opportunity 
for personnel on active duty to further their education, and an increase in 
Government insurance coverage for military personnel.

168 USN Nurses Win Promotions To LCdr.; 
Largest Number In 46-Year History Of Corps 


The Navy has picked 168 Nurse Corps 
lieutenants for advancement to lieuten- 
ant commander, the largest group of up- 
per grade officers to be named in the 46- 
year history of the Corps. 


Results of a selection board, authorized 
to recommend up to 16 lieutenant com- 
manders for increased rank, have not yet 
been approved by President Eisenhower. 


About 150 promotions, resulting from 
recent Congressional action which per- 
mits a percentage-wise increase in the 
number of higher-grade nurses, will be 
effected immediately. The remainder will 
be made as vacancies occur and all those 
selected will be promoted by 30 June 1955. 

Under the provisions of Public Law 
349, 83d Congress, the number of com- 
manders on active duty was increased 
from 0.7 per cent to 1.75 per cent of the 
total number of active officers in the 
Corps. The number of lieutenant com- 
manders authorized was increased from 
1.6 per cent to 7.75 per cent of the offi- 
cers on active duty. 





MORE PROMOTIONS DUE 

Names of approximately 150 Med- 
ical and Medical Service Corps lieu- 
tenant commanders and commanders 
selected for promotion are expected 
to be released next week, along with 
16 Navy nurses chosen for promotion 
to commander. 





At present there are 16 commanders, 
43 lieutenant commanders, and 1,270 lieu- 
tenants on active duty in the Nurse 
Corps. 

Headed by Capt. Leona W. Jackson, NC, 
USN, Director of Nurses, the total active 
strength of the Corps is 2,239. 

Established on 13 May 1908, the Nurse 
Corps increased to a peak strength of 
11,021 during WW II. The lowest ebb in 
strength was in 1935 when only 332 nurses 
were serving on active duty. 

Peak Navy nurse strength during the 
Korean War was 2,946.

Published herewith is the complete text 
of the official Army fact sheet on the BAT—or the Battalion Antitank 106mm 


Recoiless Rifle System. 
I. GENERAL 

1. The BAT Rifle System is a combiation 
of elements, each designed in full coordina- 
tion with all others. Basic parts are the rifle 
and its special ammunition, to which are 
added a spotting rifle, mount, and fire con- 
trol equipment. 

2. The BAT Rifle System makes the soldier 
a long-range sniper against tanks. Its pri- 
mary purpose is to provide a weapon at the 
battalion level to defeat armor, with a sec- 
ondary role against personnel, gun emplace- 
ments, pill boxes, caves, etc. 

3. It will defeat any tank in the world 
today, having the accuracy to lay accurately 
on a target more than a thousand yards away 
any one of several modern projectiles which 
can penetrate the thickest armor any tank 
might use. 


II. CHARACTERISTICS 


1. The BAT is simliar to, but lighter than, 
the 105mm recoilless rifle and embodies many 
improvements. 

2. Weight of the complete system, less the 
ammunition, is under 500 pounds. Thus, it 
is man-portable for short distances. 

3. The rifle and mount can be transported 
on and fired from the %4-ton truck—the jeep. 
When desired, the rifle and mount can be 
quickly removed from the vehicle and fired 
from ground emplacement. 

4. The tripod mount has a wheel on its 
front leg. The two rear legs are movable so 
that the system can be moved like a wheel- 
barrow. 

5. Telescopes for direct fire and indirect 
fire are included in the system. 

6. The rifle can be traversed 360° on its 
mount and can be elevated through the range 
—minus 20° to plus 60°. 

7. A caliber .50 spotting rifle is attached 
to the rifle tube as an adjunct to the fire 
control system. The caliber .50 buliet has a 
tracer element and a spotting element that 
emits a flash of light and a puff of smoke 
on impact. The spotting rifle is fired with the 
trigger used for the 105mm rifle—a knob 
which is pulled to fire the spotting rifle and 
pushed to fire the major caliber rifle. 


III. DEVELOPMENT AND BACKGROUND 


1. In 1950, Army Field Forces and the Ord- 
nance Corps formulated military character- 
istics for a weapon-ammunition system to 
provide effective anti-tank armament for the 
infantry battalion. As a result, the BAT de- 
velopment project was established in that 
year. 

2. Design objectives for the development 
were: 

(a) Maximum destructive capacity. 
(b) Maximum range and accuracy. 
(c) Minimum weight. 

(d) Maximum rate of fire. 


3. Concurrent design and development proj- 
ects were inaugurated for the weapon, mount 
and ammunition at Frankford Arsenal, The 
Firestone Tire & Rubber Company, and the 
Frigidaire Division of General Motors Corpo- 
ration, Ballistic design assistance was pro- 
vided by Midwest Research Institute and 
Armour Research Foundation. Watervliet 
Arsenal supplied material and manufacturing 
assistance to Frankford Arsenal and the Fire- 
stone Tire & Rubber Company. The basic 
program was so divided among the partici- 
pating Arsenals and major contractors as to 
insure exploration of diversified design con- 
cepts with a minimum of duplication and the 
maximum practicable mutual support. Re 
lated and contributory developments were 
undertaken by Springfield Armory, Picatinny

Arsenal, Rock Island Arsenal, Parish Pressed 
Steel Company, Harvey Machine Company, 
Winchester Re- 
peating Arms Company, and the Remington 
Arms Company. Other contractors and Army 
facilties have made specialized contributions 
to the over-all program. 

4. The over-all project was directed and 
coordinated by the Small Arms Branch of the 
Ordnance Research and Development Divi- 
sion, Office of the Army Chief of Ordnance. 
Ammunition development was supervised by 
the Ammunitions Branch of the Ordnance 
Research and Development Division, Office of 
the Chief of Army Ordnance. 

5. As a result of joint Ordnance—Army 
Field Forces tests conducted at Aberdeen and 
Fort Benning in 1952, a decision was made 
to cencentrate further development on the 
Frankford Arsenal rifle and mount and on 
two ammunition developments — one being 
carried out at Firestone Tire & Rubber Com- 
pany based on a basic design by Armour Re- 
search Foundation, and the other being car- 
ried out at Frankford Arsenal. 

6. After some slight changes and then tests 
at Ft. Benning, Georgia, in mid-1953, it was 
decided to adopt the Frankford Arsenal rifle, 
mount, fire control, and spotting cartridge; 
the basic projectile developed by the Fire- 
stone Tire & Rubber Company; and the spot- 
ting rifle developed by Springfield Armory; 
and to modify the M38A1 jeep to provide a 
satisfactory carrier for the BAT system. The 
M40 rifle system, including mount, acces- 
sories and ammuition was standardized and 
released for production in July 1953.

based on “the overall needs of the Serv- 
ice and the merits of the individual case.” 

Favorable consideration will be given 
to officers who fall within one or more of 
the following categories: 

1. Those who have twice failed of se- 
lection, 

2. Those who are within two years of 
mandatory retirement, 

3. Those whose age or physical condi- 
tion limits their assignments to such a 
degree that the best interests of national 
security are no longer served, and, 

4. Those cases of individual hardship 
of a compassionate or financial nature, 
where retirement would alleviate serious 
personal problems involving serious per- 
manent illness of a wife or child, or pre- 
vent a positive reduction in financial 
status. 

Secretary Thomas said that considera- 
tion also will be given to requests for 
officer retirements which do not specifi- 
cally fall into any of the above criteria. 
Approval may be given in such cases, 
provided that the best interest of the 
Service is not impaired. 

In approving retirement requests, an 
effective date later than that requested 
will often be specified, he said, in order 
to provide time for assignment of a re- 
lief or, in some cases, completion of cur- 
rent or ordered tours of duty.

Voluntary Retirement 
Could Mean Benefits 


The Air Force has published a notice 
addressed to Regular officers with WW I 
service concerning possible advantage of 
requesting voluntary retirement as soon 
as mandatory retirement is imminent. 
The information is applicable to officers 
of all Services. Published herewith in 
its entirety is the Air Force statement: 

‘Regular officers with World War I serv- 
ice may benefit by requesting voluntary re- 
tirement as soon as mandatory retirement 
is imminent. Under the current Social Se- 
curity Administration’s procedure used to 
compute eligibility for social security bene- 
fits, Regular officers with WW I service who 
voluntarily retire are now considered eligible 
to receive such benefits. 

“PRESENT LAWS governing social se- 
curity provide military members with social 
security wage credits for active service be- 
tween 16 September 1940 and 24 July 1947 


and from 25 July 1947 to 30 June 1955. So 


that these credits may be used for future | 


Social Security benefits there must not be a 
‘direct crediting’ of service during these pe- 
riods in computing retired pay or in estab- 
lishing eligibility for retirement. That is, 
if the percentile to which the member is 


entitled is calculated by multiplying 2% per 


cent times the number of year’s service (in- 
cluding the years in the wage credit periods) 
there is a ‘direct crediting’ and the wage 
credits are lost with respect to Social Se- 
curity. 

“EXCEPT FOR CERTAIN disability re 
tirements, the only type of retirement in 
which service is not used either in establish- 
ing entitlement or in computing the per- 
centile for retired pay is that authorized 
under a special proviso of the 31 July 1935 
Act for Regular officers who served during 
World War I. Such officers may be retired 
on their own application and when so re-

“Applications for voluntary retirement 
should be submitted in accordance with AFR 
36-50, as amended (see applicable subpar. of 
par. 6 to case in question). The effective date 
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of voluntary retirement can be as late as the 
date for which an officer is scheduled for 
mandatory retirement, according to a recent 
opinion of the Judge Advocate General. 

“AS A MATTER OF INFORMATION, 
‘World War I Service’ is defined as that 
service performed with the military or naval 
forces of the United States before 12 Novem- 
ber 1918. Excluded are those officers whose 
only service before that date was performed 
as a cadet or midshipman at the military or 
naval academy (see Comp, Gen. Decision 
21:319). 

“Since all decisions with regard to pay- 
ment of benefits rest with the Social Security 
Administration, inquiries on this subject 
should be directed to the local office of that 
agency.”’

Hope for Improvement. The Department of 
Defense, as reported elsewhere in this issue, is 
preparing a program of legislation for the 84th 
Congress. A large portion of this program is com- 
posed of bills designed to improve career incen- 
tives—to raise pay, improve living conditions, 
assure family medical and dental care—in short, 
to make Service life more attractive so that 
greater percentages of commissioned and non- 
commissioned officers will remain on active duty. 

Unfortunately, practically all of these plans 
will involve additional appropriations. This means 
that they must secure the approval of the Admin- 
istration and its Bureau of the Budget before they 
can even be transmitted to Congress. And when 
and if they do reach Congress they will have the 
opposition of a strong bloc of members who place 
economy above defense. 

Nevertheless, the outlook is not bad. President 
Eisenhower, although he has not given any en- 
couragement for Service pay raises since he en- 
tered the White House, is well aware of the grow- 
ing intensity of the problem of rapid turnovers 
in Service personnel. In fact, his talks with De- 
fense Secretary Wilson and Admiral Arthur Rad- 
ford have raised his concern about the decline in 
Service attractiveness to the point where he is 
now determined to discuss the problem in his 
State of the Union Address to Congress in Janu- 
ary. Likewise, it now appears that he will endorse 
career incentive legislation, even though it may 
mean an immediate increase in expenditures. The 
strongest argument for voting career attractive- 
mess, and the one which the President will stress, 
is that even though it may call for extra money 
at first, it will bring about substantial savings (as 
well as greatly strengthened defenses) over the 
future years. 

It is the costliness of the present system which 
has won over the businessmen who head the 
Defense Department, from Secretary Wilson 
through the Secretaries of the military depart- 
ments. They know that no private business could 
be efficient or profitable with the high rate of turn- 
over now being forced upon the Armed Serv- 
ices. A little extra money spent to keep more 
people on active duty for longer periods would 
mean vast savings in training replacements. Air 
Force Secretary Talbott has estimated that the 
Air Force alone may need to spend $2,000,000,- 
000 in the next two years to train new person- 
nel to take the place of skilled military men 
lured out by better prospects in civil life. Army 
Secretary Stevens and Navy Secretary Thomas 
likewise have reported that the reenlistment rate 
among non-commissioned officers and career in- 
terest among outstanding young officers are at 
dangerous levels and that skilled manpower is 
being lost quicker than it can be replaced. 

We believe that the American people would 
be solidly in back of a program to correct ex- 
isting conditions. Leaders of the Armed Services 
Cemmittees of both political parties have shown 
that they want improvements. Thus if the Ad- 
ministration will come out strong, there is every 
reason to believe that the economy bloc and the 
anti-service members can be beaten in Congress. 


Politics and Defense. It would seem evident 
after this week’s uproar over bird-versus-kennel 
dogs that the interest of the National Defense 
—and of politics, too—would be served best by 
keeping Department of Defense officials out of 
political campaigns. The Secretary of State and 
other State Department officials have not been 
used in the campaign. Certainly it is equally 
important that national defense be kept above 
politics. 

It would be a great pity if the services of so 
skilled and effective an executive as Mr. Charles 
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E. Wilson should be impaired or lost to the Armed 
Forces as the result of using him in a political 
campaign. 


Research +- Industry — Air Power. The pro- 
curement summary released this week by Air 
Force Secretary Talbott is a tribute to the effec- 
tiveness of our research and development pro-

grams and to our aircraft industries which are 
capable of converting new ideas into new weapons. 


“The great advances in aerodynamics, power 
plants, and electronics,” Secretary Talbott said, 
“are being translated into superior weapons to 
replace older types with lower performance as 
quickly as their worth is demonstrated.” 

This necessity for constantly keeping the 
Armed Services abreast of developments is most 
important to defense. As Army Chief of Staff 
General Ridgway commented recently on ground 
weapons—they are no good until they are in the 
hands of troops. Likewise, new ideas from re- 
search are useless militarily until industry con- 
verts them into weapons to put into the hands 
of fighting men.

10 Years Ago—American artillery and airplanes are 
now battering the Germans in Aachen. The German 
garrison there was given the formal opportunity to 
surrender the city and avoid its destruction and save 
lives. American infantry is closing in after smashing 
an enemy effort to relieve the German garrison. 


50 Years Ago—A controversy is being carried on in 
the Russian Press as to the comparative merits of the 
bullet and the bayonet in battle. A correspondent of 
the Russky Invalid declares that the effect of fire upon 
any Army is not so much physical—that is, productive 
of actual wounds or death—as moral—that is to Say, 
is chiefly of service in so far as it creates panic in the 
ranks of the opponent. In the end a hand-to-hand 
combat is inevitable, and the cold steel must decide, 
according to the correspondent. 


90 Years Ago—The Confederates in the Shenandoah 
Valley are having bloody revenge on our officers. Their 
warfare has cost us so dearly that nothing will satisfy 
the Army but the complete annihilation of the whole 
band. They are, doubtless, maddened by Sheridan’s 
summary method of destroying crops, magazines, barns, 
and everything that gives aid or support to the enemy.

Capt. Blodgett Replies 


Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

I would like to express my thanks 
and respect to the two gentlemen, 
Major Walter M. Ormers, jr., DC, 
USA, and Major Francis E. Foley, 
USAF (MC), who energetically en- 
tered letters in rebuttal to mine 
concerning commissioned rank and 
command. I would like, further, to 
commend them for taking up the 
“challenge” contained therein and 
for the straightforward and out- 
spoken approach used by both. 

However, since the gentlemen 
have read some inferences into the 
letter which were not expressly 
made, it is felt that further com- 
ment is appropriate. 

No exceptions to the principles 
stated in the original letter were 
made excluding engineers (includ- 
ing myself) or anyone whose duties 
were not or would not be command, 
or very closely related thereto, from 
being denied the “prestige” of mili- 
tary rank. Inversely, there is no 
principle stated in the letter which 
would preclude a surgeon or engi- 
neer from being assigned to duties 
wherein he would exercise command 
(as often happens), thereby requir- 
ing him to carry some military 
rank. 

There was never sO much as a 
suggestion that these persons should 
loose their professional integrity. 
Quite ironically, the proposals in the 
original letter would have enhanced 
them professionally. It is strange, 
indeed, that persons should spend 
many years of their lives in special- 
ized schooling and should not wish 
to be associated, first and foremost, 
with the profession for which they 
were schooled. 

At present, though there does not 
seem to be any official written doc- 
trine concerning this, the policy 
seems to be one wherein the be- 
stowal of commissioned rank upon 


certain professional persons is the 
manner by which their salary is ad- 
justed to fit their professional abil- 
ity. The legislation concerning the 
“doctor Draft” is an excellent exam- 
ple of this. 


Such a policy can only serve to 
assure the officer who attains his 
rank through his military training, 
experience and ability to command 
of the futility of his professional as- 
pirations, It serves to kill his spirit, 
ruin his initiative and cause him to 
loose respect for the rank he holds 
and all other military rank. (It is 
sometimes difficult for the private 
soldier to reconcile the different at- 
titudes required of him from the 
major who worked on his teeth and 
the major who is his battalion com- 
mander.) In short, this officer be- 
comes disallusioned and turns to 
other, less important aspirations; 
i.e., aspirations which are less im- 
portant than to command. 


Though it is not the intent of this 
letter to underplay the importance 
of a good military staff, the pro- 
curement and retention of truly 
good military commanders is one of 
the gravest problems facing all of 
the military services today. Follow- 
ing are some questions which, if 
answered honestly, may help to 
point up the need for preserving the 
professional integrity of and protect- 
ing the prestige of the military com- 
mander, as opposed to that of the 
professional or practicing staff offi- 
cer. 

1. Is military rank necessary for 
the practice of medicine, engineer- 
ing, law and etc.? 

2. Is military rank necessary for 
the exercise of command? 

3. Will a command continue to 
function in combat without a com- 
mander? 

4. Will a command continue to 
function in combat without a staff?

Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

Accepting your suggestion to help the 
honorable Secretary of Defense find a 
better designation than “fringe benefits,” 
I would respectfully suggest that now 
that the Armed Forces again belong to 
the United States and are no longer the 
instrumentality of one of the political 
parties; now that soldiers again salute 
officers upon recognition and an occa- 
sional “yes sir” is heard instead of “OK, 
Mac” and a first sergeant is again “top 
soldier” why not go all the way and 
refer to these perquisites of service as 
emoluments, That has been the term 
generally used throughout military his- 
tory. In fact, on 10 Aug. 1789, in trans- 
mitting a recommendation to the Senate, 
President Washington enclosed a report 
of Secretary Knox containing a “State- 
ment of the Troops in the Service of the 
United States,” wherein this sentence 
occurs: 

“That, by the act of Congress, of 
the 31st of July, 1787, Lieutenant 
Colonel Commandant Harmer is 
promoted to the rank of Brigadier 
General by brevet, with an allow- 
ance of the emoluments, but not the 
pay, of said rank. That the emolu- 
ments are as follows, to wit: 

Subsistence $64.00 per month 

Forage 18 do. 

Some of the perquisites of office have 
belonged to service men since the mem- 
ery of man runneth not to the contrary. 
Even the dog soldiers of the Sioux had 
them, as did the men of Greece and 
Macedon. Custom and usage have 
changed them, and sacking cities and 
carrying off the women is frowned upon 
by the Geneva Convention. In place of 
them modern civilized governments have 
endeavored to equalize by granting cer- 
tain emoluments in addition to pay, to 
service personnel, to make their lot 
comparable to that of the main body of 
the citizenry. Of course, the service mem- 
bers also have the privilege of being 
shot at. 

By all means, urge upon the service 
Secretaries that they toss the labor jar- 
gon out the window when referring to 
the ancient and honorable profession of 
Arms. Since the founding of the Repub- 
lic constant reference has been made 
anent the pay and emoluments of the 
services. Let us continue to use the 
term as we have for the past one hun- 
dred and sixty five years.

One Hurdle Cleared; Others Ahead— 


OT surprisingly, M. Mendés-France 

last Tuesday retained his parlia- 
mentary control in the first test of sup- 
port for the Nine-Power Treaty. Assur- 
ance came to him with the Socialist 
party’s decision to add its members’ 
votes to those of the Premier’s own 
Radical Socialist party, a decision which 
well may lead to inclusion of a Socialist 
or two in a revised Mendés-France cabi- 
net; this has been the Premier’s con- 
sistent desire, and could materially 
strengthen his hold on the Assembly’s 
elusive majority. 

Inasmuch as that volatile parlia- 
ment’s approval of any form of collabo- 
ration involving West Germany’s re- 
arming had at one time been in serious 
doubt, Tuesday’s vote brought great 
satisfaction. But as previously re- 
marked there are many barriers still 
ahead. This initial vote was concerned 
only with the basic principle and did 
not in any way pledge the French Na- 
tional Assembly to support of each item 
in the compact’s implementation. A de- 
termined opposition can find a great 
many things to complain about, such 
as the stil] open issue of the Saar, 
or the precise form of West Germany’s 
rearming, or the pattern of the joint 
planning staff, or the rules by which 
the munitions plants will be designated 
and limited as to output. Even such 
solid friends of the late lamented Euro- 
pean Defense Community as MM. Schu- 
man and Bidault have voiced opposi- 
tion to the Nine-Power conference’s 
substitute because it does not go far 
enough in the political integration of 
western Europe. 


THE ARGUMENT on all these points 
could require a good deal of time, and 
it is as well to recognize in advance 
that expectation of a going concern by 
January 1955 is decidedly optimistic. 
It might be that the United States it- 
self (as one of the ratifying authorities) 
will be reluctant this time to support 
the treaty until France actually signs 
on the dotted line. And to think that, 
for all the fine leadership which Chan- 
cellor Adenauer has provided, West 
Germany’s parliament is bound to sup- 
port details which are not yet deter- 
mined, is to show a great deal of 
optimism. 

The name of the new group, we learn, 
will probably be the Western European 
Union (the original Brussels Treaty 
grouping was known as_ Western 
Union), which somehow strikes the ear 
better than did the proposed “BRUTO.” 
It is pleasant to have the child’s name 
taken care of; now to get on with the 
more difficult job of helping it grow up. 


RUSSIA’S AGREEMENT to with- 
draw from Port Arthur next June un- 
mistakably marks a large gain for 
Communist China. This is obvious, on 
whatever explanation of the reason— 
whether China exacted it or Russsia 
“voluntarily” gave up that terminal so 
long passionately desired by Czarist as 
well as Soviet empire, by Japan, and by 
a succession of Chinese rulers. In either 
case it will restore to China a warm- 
water port of immense value, and the 
transaction provides its own evidence 
that Red China today is entirely capa- 
ble of asserting sovereignty in the 
north. We will do well to recognize 
that she is prepared to reach out in 
other directions. 

This lends interest to the rest of the 
transaction announced a few days ago, 
notably to Russia’s program for build- 
ing a new railway from Alma Ata (in 
Kazakhstan) into the sprawling areas 
of Sinkiang and Outer Mongolia. For 
China has hitherto been nettled by Rus- 
sian advances into those potentially 
rich but undeveloped regions, and it 
may be questioned that, even to gain 
Port Arthur, the Chinese Reds are pre- 
pared to write off either Sinkiang or 
Outer Mongolia forever. Their re- 
sources are of profound interest to Rus- 
sia which no doubt is better equipped 
at present for developing them, but the 
time will come when China will want 
them, as well as Port Arthur. 


ACCOMPANYING the formal an- 
nouncement of these two programs, 
plus one on a new Russian loan to a 
very needy Peiping, and yet another on 
further Russian technical assistance to 
an industrially backward ally, was a re- 
newal of the standing complaint about 
“American-occupation” of Japan. This 
is nothing new, but it is of interest to 
observe the parallel in Europe and the 
Orient. For in all the Molotov-Vishin- 
sky clamor for “unifying” Germany 
there is a demand that the western 
allies cease “occupying” West Germany 
—and do so before West Germany 
could possibly rearm on a basis remote- 
ly comparable to the existing rearma- 
ment of Red-controlled East Germany. 
The Moscow-Peiping program for “free- 
ing” Japan, presently unable without 
American aid to protect herself from 
two rapacious Red neighbors, is set to 
the same music. 


JAPAN next year will resume naval 
shipbuilding on a small scale—chiefly 
two 1,600-ton destroyers —in her first 
post-1945 activity of the sort. Up to now 
that nation has remained wholly de- 
pendent upon American loans of naval 
craft, including two destroyers lately 
provided and the original 14 destroyer- 
escorts of WWII design, loaned to Rus- 
sia and on their return passed on to 
Japan. The Japanese have admitted 
their disappointment over the modest 
nature of American naval assistance up 
to date, but have hope of receiving two 
more escorts, plus minesweepers, plus 
a start on a naval air program consist- 
ing of modern anti-sub patrol planes; 
ground-forces aid has included 170 
Sherman tanks, and some 150mm. guns, 
but there is expectation of 90mm. AA 
guns as well. Informal announcement 
of the prospect follows the return of 
General Hayoshi, head of the Japanese 
Joint Chiefs, from his 30-day visit to 
American military installations. 


AUSTRIA, replying in firm but leis- 
urely fashion to a Russian note of 12 
August, has rejected Moscow’s pro- 
posal for another 5-power talk on an 
Austrian treaty—with conditions. The 
Austrians stated that no treaty talks 
are of interest unless a first aim is the 
withdrawal of all occupation troops. 
To this Russia remains the sole oppo- 
nent; so far as the three western pow- 
ers, as well as Austria, are concerned, 
that is a sine qua non for all negotia- 
tions, and has been for years. 


SPAIN’S TOP OFFICIALS, headed 
by Generalissimo Franco, were the ob- 
viously pleased guests of Vice Admiral 
Thomas S. Combs and the U. S. Sixth 
Fleet, watching a minor fleet Mediter- 
ranean exercise from aboard the Air- 
craft Carrier Coral Sea at the week- 
end. It provided the visitors with an 
opportunity to witness at close range 
the Navy’s dazzling techniques of swift 
take-off, aerial operations by the sev- 
eral types of carrier-plane, and sub- 
sequent recovery alongside the ship’s 
“island.” There were later pleasantries 
about the possibility of future joint 
naval exercises for the American and 
Spanish fleets, supplemented by Ad- 
miral Combs’ diplomatic reminder that 
these would have to be two-nation ex- 
ercises only, unrelated to the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, of which 
Spain is not a member. 


Army Has Suggestion 
For Temporarily Retired 


The Army has suggested it would be 
to the advantage of the individual con- 
cerned if officers temporarily retired 
for disability would periodically com- 
municate with their respective Career 
Management Branch. 

Career Management is particularly in- 
terested in hearing from officers who 
expect to be momentarily recalled to 
active duty as a result of revaluation 
of their physical status.

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ONE OF THE STRONGEST ATTACKS on the Uniform Code of 
Military Justice has been made by Admiral Carney, 
USN, CNO. He asserted this week that the UCMJ “has 
made the administration of discipline so cumbersome 
as to seriously dilute authority and even to encour- 
age infractions.” The Navy, as well as the other 
Services, wants greater authority restored to com- 
manding officers, as recommended by the Womble 
Committee. 





USMJ AMENDMENTS will be submitted to Congress early 
next year. The legislative proposals are likely to 
stir considerable controversy. A major point will 
be made by Pentagon spokesmen of the fact that at 
the present time scores of military personnel who 
have served terms of confinement cannot be released 
to civilian life because parts of their sentence 
are under prolonged appeal; nor can they be given 
duty assignments. They are, in effect, "captives 
in uniform,” who are costing the taxpayers money 
but who are not filling useful assignments. 





MILITARY MEDICAL SCHOLARSHIPS may be provided to 
help the Armed Services obtain enough doctors, a 
threatening problem with expiration of the Doctor 
Draft Law next year. Plan is for legislation 
authorizing scholarships at medical schools. 
Recipients would agree to serve specified tours in 
the Army, Navy and Air Force Medical Services. 





THE MEDICAL MEASURE kicked around the Pentagon and 
Budget Bureau throughout the 83d Congress. Now 
it’s revived with a high priority in the '55 
Pentagon legislative program. 





RETIREMENT IN THE 50'S of generals and admirals may 
provoke questioning on Capitol Hill next year, par- 
ticularly in the Senate. By and large, any officer 
who has 30 years’ service or more now can retire on 
his application; in fact, such retirement cannot be 
denied if he has service in WWI and WWII. As a con- 
sequence, retirements are being approved in some 
cases at age 55 and below. 





ON CAPITOL HILL, this has occasioned some diffi- 
culties in the past, including arbitrary riders on 
appropriations legislation. Generally speaking, as 
was demonstrated in the last session, the House is 
more inclined to approve earlier retirements than 
the Senate, probably because of the relatively 
younger age of House members and their natural 
prejudice in favor of “attrition” to make room for 
advancement. 





IT’S RECALLED that the House went along with an 
Administration request for mandatory retirement of 
Army and Air Force major generals at age 60 instead 
of 62, as at present. But the Senate wouldn't 

0O.K. the age change. As a consequence, legislation 
changing the rules for retirement and retention of 
generals was lost and must be resubmitted. Whether 
the age 60 request will be made anew remains to be 
seen. 





NOTWITHSTANDING THE FACT that the new 1800 page AF 
Procurement Instructions Manual won't go into 
effect until 1 Dec., the AF already is set to 
publish a volume of more than 150 pages containing 
revisions. The Manual now being distributed to the 





field will supersede a two-foot pile of regulations. 


Price is $6.75 from the Government Printing Office. 
The revisions are expected to be distributed before 
the.end of next month. 
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A SLEUTH SHORTAGE confronts the Air Force. The 
Office of Special Investigations has numerous 
vacancies, some of them resulting from creation of 
185 new billets in the U. S. Applications are 
being sought from officers in the rank of captain 
through lieutenant colonel and from airmen in the 
rank of staff sergeant or higher. All OSI agents 
are sent to a 10-week school in Washington. 


THE ARMY WILL IDENTIFY shortly—probably this month 
—the first divisions to be involved in Operation 
Gyroscope, the unit rotation plan. It will take 
six months to rack up personnel in the units and 

to complete necessary training. Gyroscope will be 
set in motion in late spring or early summer. 


FOR THE SECOND TIME, a WWII Naval officer will be 

in charge of Air Force manpower. The President has 
chosen Mr. David S. Smith, recipient of a Purple 
Heart at Saipan while in Naval Service during WWII, 
to replace Mr. H. Lee White, who left the Pentagon 
on 1 July as Asst. Secretary for Manpower. Mr. White 
was &@ commander. 


AN UNUSUAL GIMMICK will be used to spur National 
Guard recruiting in Minnesota. Top recruiters will 
be flown to the Sugar Bowl Game in New Orleans, La.; 
also every Guardsman who obtains one enlistment 
during a drive ending on 4 Dec. will be eligible 
for a drawing. A dozen winners will be selected 
for the New Orleans trip this way out of a total 

Gf at. 


THE NAVY WILL ASK at least $1 billion for new 
shipbuilding in the '56 budget and, with commercial 
shipbuilding virtually at a standstill, will have 
an excellent chance of getting it. Adm. Carney says 
emphasis will be given to destroyer and escort types 
and submarines “in order to avoid the penalties of 
bloc obsolescence.” 














DESPITE MUCH MORALE TALK, the little known fact is 
that the Defense Department lacks permanent au- 
thorization legislation for expenditure of funds 
for morale, welfare and recreation facilities. This 
means there is always the danger that members of 
Congress might raise a “point of order" during de- 
bate on the military budget. 





A BELATED REQUEST WILL BE MADE at the next session 
of Congress for approval of such legislation, as 
was done in the 83d Congress for the I&E progran, 
which also has been carried out on a year-to-year 
basis, as tacitly approved in appropriations acts 
but without basic legislation. 





THERE'S SOME HOPE that if Congress votes an au- 
thorization measure for the morale, welfare and 
recreation programs the Federal Government then 
would be more inclined to spend money for such 
items as baseball diamonds, gyms, swimming pools, 
etc., rather than requiring financing of these from 
welfare funds. Money now comes largely from profits 
of Post Exchanges. Conceivably, PX prices could be 
cut if the Government were to give stronger finan- 
cial assistance to the morale program. That would 
have a double-barrelled positive effect on "career 
attractiveness."

Marine Corps Re-Juggles Selection 
Criteria For Lt. Col., Maj. And Capt. 


In a last-minute decision, the Marine 
Corps has re-juggled eligibility criteria 
for officers under consideration for pro- 
motion to lieutenant colonel, major and 
captain. 

The switch was made only a matter 
of days before a board selecting lieu- 
tenant colonels (see related story in this 
issue) was due to complete its work un- 
der different criteria. 

The first set of “promotion rules” was 
issued by Headquarters on 25 Aug. The 
lieutenant colonel’s board met five days 
later. Before it could complete its work, 
however, on 25 Sept. Headquarters issued 
new rules. 

The new criteria, not released until 13 
October, call for a re-shuffle of eligible 
officers on the combined lineal list, giv- 
ing new positions to those who have been 
integrated into the Regular Marines 
since 1950. Headquarters said this was 
necessary because the lineal list shows 
such officers in the position they occupied 
prior to integration, whereas, in some 
cases, they lost numbers at the time of 
their transfer to the Regulars. 

Presumably, although not confirmed 
by Headquarters, this means that the 
board selecting lieutenant colonels was 
required to do some of its work over 
again after the new criteria were estab- 
lished. 

Complete details, showing the changed 





eligibility criteria and the correct zones 
for promotion to lieutenant colonel, ma- 
jor and captain, are contained in Change 
1 to Marine Corps Memorandum Num- 
ber 72-54. 

Headquarters also listed the names of 
56 additional permanent first lieutenants 
designated for LDO who are eligible for 
consideration for promotion to captain.

Career Began As Private 


Three days before he attains age 60, 
Lt. Gen. Daniel Noce, USA, Inspector 
General since June 1952, will retire for 
30 per cent physical disability. 

General Noce enlisted in the National 
Guard as a private at the age of 17 and 
a year later, in 1913, was discharged as a 
sergeant to enter the U. S. Military 
Academy. 

An Engineer, he organized the Engi- 
neer Amphibian Command early in.WW 
II and was responsible for training 50,000 
soldiers in units for landing operations. 

In May 1943 he made G-3 in the ETO, 
later becoming G-3 at Allied Force Head- 
quarters of the North African Theater 
of Operations. 

After the surrender of the German 
armies in Italy, he was returned to the 
U. S. to be director of plans and opera- 
tions for Army Service Forces, of which 
he became Deputy Commanding General 
on 1 Jan. 1946, 

After filling a number of posts in the 
Department of the Army he was made 
deputy director of the Logistics Division, 
General Staff, in August 1948 and in Sep- 
tember 1949 was made vice chief of staff 
of the- European Command and USAR- 
EUR chief of staff. In August 1950 he 
was appointed European Command chief 
of staff.

Chief Test Pilot George Welch 


Chief Test Pilot George Welch of North 
American Aviation, Inc., was injured 
fatally, on 12 Oct., when his F-100 Super 
Sabre exploded, near Lancaster, Calif. 

Having done most of the testing on the 
F-100, the first operational fighter plane 
capable of supersonic level flight, Pilot 
Welch parachuted, landing in a field from 
which he was flown by helicopter to Ed- 
wards AFB. He died, however, before reach- 
ing the Base. 

Widely known throughout the Service, 
Pilot Welch shot down four Japanese Zeros 
during the attack on Pearl Harbor. He be- 
came a triple ace in the South Pacific dur- 
ing WWII, bagging 14 planes, in addition to 
the four shot down at Pearl. President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt decorated him with 
the Distinguished Service Cross for valor, 
and his reputation for getting into the air 
to battle the Japanese became renowned.

Army Testing Versatile 
Hospital Railroad Cars 


The Army is testing three types of hos- 
pital railroad cars designed to be self- 
sustaining and operative on any broad 
gauge track throughout the world. 

The new cars, a product of joint design 
by the Army Medical Service, the Trans- 
portation Corps’ Research and Develop- 
ment Command and ACF Industries, Inc., 
are currently being service tested at Ft. 
Eustis, Va. All are equipped with a spe- 
cial axle and wheel seat which can be 
adjusted for operation on either 56%”, 
60”, 63”, or 66” gauge railroad tracks. 

The designs consist of three basic types 
of cars which will be used in hospital 
trains of the future: a personnel car for 
the medical staff, an ambulance car capa- 
ble of providing for 30 patients, and a 
kitchen-dining storage car with capacity 
for feeding 150 persons. 

All cars are equipped with light, water, 
forced ventilation and heat so that in an 
emergency they can be dropped off on a 
siding for short layover periods. Further-

below zero up to 120 degrees. 


Fairchild Delivers Two 
C-123B Assault Transports 


The first two production models of the 
Fairchild C-123B Avitruc assault trans- 
port plane have been delivered to the 
Air Force for testing. 

The first model to roll off the produc- 
tion line at Hagerstown, Md., has been 
tested by Fairchild pilots since 1 Sept. 
The craft now has been flown to Edwards 
AFB, Calif., where it will undergo per- 
formance, stability and control tests dur- 
ing the next few months. 

The plane, classified as an assault 
transport because of its ability to land 
in or immediately after an initial mili- 
tary assault, was delivered to Capt. R. L.

XT-37, USAF’s First lutermciiate Jet 
Training Plane, Makes Maiden Flight 


Before an audience of military officials 
and engineers, the Cessna XT-37, side- 
by-side jet trainer, made its first flight 
12 Oct., from the Municipal Airport at 
Wichita, Kans. 

Bob Hagen, the company’s chief test 
pilot, flew the aircraft for nearly an hour. 
The test flight included stalls with land- 
ing gear down. Hagen reported that the 
new trainer had excellent flight char- 
acteristics. 

The XT-37, powered by two J-96 turbo- 
jet engines manufactured by the Conti- 
nental Aviation and Engineering Corp. 
of Detroit, was built by the Cessna Air- 
Craft Co., of Wichita. It is the result of 


a design competition conducted by the 
Air Research and Development Com- 
mand which is developing the new in- 
termediate trainer for the Air Training 
Command. It is the first jet built pri- 


| marily as a training plane. 





The trainer is being developed to use 
in the stage between primary and ad- 
vance flight training so that student 
pilots may be given jet experience earlier 
than under present conditions. 

The first flight is the beginning of an 
extensive test program to be conducted 
by both Cessna and USAF test pilots. 

Side-by-side seating was adapted for 
the first time in a jet trainer in order to 





Douglas Engineer Calls For Greater 


*‘Fundamental Simplicity” In 


“Fundamental simplicity’? will be the 
keynote of future US aircraft design, ac- 
cording to Mr. Edward H. Heinemann, 
Douglas Aircraft Company engineer who 
designed Americas smallest and lightest 
jet combat plane. 

Addressing the Society of Automotive 
Engineers during their anuual west 
coast meeting at El Segundo, Calif., on 
8 Oct., Mr. Heineman said if aircraft are 
conceived as single units emphasizing 
lightness in weight “it can be shown that 
2400 airplanes weighing 15,000 pounds can 
be built for the same cost as 1000 weigh- 
ing 30,000 pounds each.” 

To achieve “fundamental simplicity,” 
he said, an airplane’s weight must be re- 
duced by design ingenuity, miniaturiza- 
tion and in some cases by actually elimi- 
nating items of equipment. 

As Chief Engineer of Douglas’ El Se- 
gundo Division, Mr. Heinemann designed 
the Navy’s A4D Skyhawk.. The tiny Sky- 
hawk bomber, less than half the size of 
many jet fighters but surpassing them in 
performance, incorporates Mr. Heine- 
mann’s principles of functional light- 
weight design. 

He told the SAE members of these sav- 
ings in the Skyhawk: 

A 17%-pound air conditioner was re- 
designed to weigh 5% pounds; 172 pounds 
of electronics was re-packaged to 136 
pounds; weight of a 98 pound pilot’s ejec- 
tion seat was cut in more than half. 

The Douglas engineer said a good ex- 
ample of “fundamental simplicity” in the 
Skyhawk are its wings which do not fold 
like other Navy carrier aircraft. Weight 
savings at the beginning reduced the size 
of the bomber to a point where it can be 
handled aboard carriers with its wings in 
place. 

Spencer L. Shaw, design specialist of 
Douglas’ El Segundo Division, told the 
SAE meeting that improved metals and 
research have opened ways to solve the 
problems of the so-called “heat barrier.” 

He said sustained speeds up to 3000 
miles an hour at sea level and 7000 miles

Wichita Boeing B-47 
Output Tallies 1,000 


Production of B-47 Stratojets at the 
Boeing Airplane Company’s Wichita 
plant tallied one thousand this week.

increase instruction efficiency. The XT- 
37, which was developed at the Cessna- 
Prospect plant, is an all-metal, two-place, 
side-by-side, low-wing intermediate train- 
er. It is equipped with ejection-type 
seats and jettisonable canopy, electric 
trim tabs on all surfaces, and hydraulic- 
ally actuated speed brakes. Hydraulic- 
ally operated high lift slotted flaps are 
utilized as well as wide tread and steer- 
able nose wheel in the tricycle gear. 

The X-37 is powered by two J-69 turbo- 
jet engines, manufactured by the Conti- 
nental Aviation and Engineering Corp- 
oration of Detroit, Mich. 

Engine inlet screens are incorporated 
in the forward part of the engine nacelles 
and are operated in conjunction with the 
landing gear. The screens are extended 





automatically over the inlet when the 
gear is down and locked. When the gear 
is retracted, the screens are retracted 
automatically into the side of the fuse- 
lage. 

The XT-37 is designed for automatic 
fuel tank transfer during all operations. 
A set of rubber cell inter-connected tanks 
—six in each wing—feed into a main tank 
which is located in the fuselage just aft 
of the pilot’s compartment. Fuel flow to 
the engines is from this main tank. 

The hydraulic system on the XT-37 
actuates the flaps, landing gear, inlet 
screens, and speed brakes. The wheel 
brakes are actuated by a separate hy- 
draulic system controlled by the dual 
rudder and brake pedals.

(7) Provide a facility or facilities for 
cross-servicing Department of Defense 
agencies in military electronics applica- 
tions on their request and as approved 
by the Chief Signal Officer. 

For many years the Signal Corps has 
recognized a need for a proving ground 
where this assigned mission could be 
accomplished. 

Must Be Isolated 

There were, however, two require- 
ments which had to be met. The proving 
ground had to be isolated from metro- 
politan areas in order that electronic 
experiments with jamming devices would 
not interfere with commercial radio and 
television broadcasts, and increasing ac- 
tivity in the field of Signal Corps avia- 
tion necessitated remoteness from com- 
mercial airways while demanding ade- 
quate flying facilities. 

The consideration of these two factors 
plus the fact that no existing facility 
then under the control of the Chief Sig- 
nal Officer was suitable, led to the se- 
lection of Fort Huachuca and its sub- 
sequent reactivation. 

There is no doubt that Fort Huachuca 
is isolated. By road, Tombstone, the 
nearest town, is 28 miles to the north- 
east, and Tucson, 96 miles to the north- 
west. The commercial airport and TV 
stations in Tucson should be out of range 
of interference from our test and experi- 
mental transmission. Its 77 square miles 
should adequately provide for the many 
test ranges on which miniature mock 
battles will be fought and test firings ac- 
complished under electronic control and 
supervision. 

450 Family Units 

Eight months ago Fort Huachuca was 
hardly more than a ghost of its former 
self—its 49,000 acres were occupied by a 
headquarters, 450 family housing units, a 
number of empty barracks, the associated 
plant buildings and a small caretaker de- 
tachment. Today an active headquarters 
has been established, the Class I support 
activities, a Sixth Army responsibility, 
are in full swing, and many of the ad- 
ministrative problems have been re- 
solved. The numerous problems have 
covered the range from making provi- 
sion for America’s largest single buffalo 
herd, maintained at Fort Huachuca by 
the State of Arizona, to how to insure 
that there was no interruption to the 
previously planned Arizona National 
Guard encampment. 

The phase-in of Signal units and ac- 
tivities originally planned to occupy the 
period 1 Feb. 1954 to 1 July 1955 is pro- 
ceeding rapidly. As of 1 Sept. the build- 
up was on schedule. No delays are fore- 
seen, and the Army Electronic Proving 
Ground should reach peak strength of 
660 officers, 6,600 enlisted men and 1,100 
civilians as planned. This military 
strength comprises headquarters and 
support elements as well as representa- 
tive types of General Reserve and 
specialized Signal units, Of the 1,100 
civilians, approximately 300 are to be 
electronics engineers so essential to the 
mission. 

The technical program is under way 
and technical tests are being initiated 
every day. Over the same acres where 
flaming Apache arrows brought fear and 
destruction, radar beams are sweeping 
the skies in defensive and offensive ex- 
periments; where the heliograph of the 
1880’s flashed brilliant signals from peak 
to peak, the modern invisible infrared 
penetrates even the darkness to aid in 
target visibility. 

Tactical Television 


Among the first real technical require- 
ments was to bring the many independ- 
ent test programs into a consolidated 
whole. Could the same airplanes that 
performed tests for Signal Corps avia- 
tion also perform tests for tactical tele- 
vision? Could radars intended for guid- 
ance also perform for battlefield sur- 
veillance? Could we program and sched- 
ule expensive equipment, engineering 
time and knowledge with troop support?

concerned the testing capabilities, the 
facilities available, and the error toler- 
ances to be expected. The catalog will 
present full details on the submission of 
test requests to the Proving Ground. 

Another important feature at the 
Proving Ground is the scheduled instal- 
lation at full distance of a complete com- 
munications network from Army to 
Corps to Division to Regiment to Bat- 
talion and Company. Beginning at Di- 
vision level on down to Battalion there 
will be represented both Infantry units 
and Armored units. 

Value Three-fold 


The value of this installation is three- 
fold: (1) a practical system’s test will 
be possible with all elements under 
simultaneous scrutiny by engineers; (2) 
it will be an educational and training 
medium for senior officers of all arms 
and services for nowhere else is there 
such an installation; (3) it provides a 
definite place where a contractor or 
manufacturer may demonstrate his elec- 
tronic product by testing it directly un- 
der rigidly imposed conditions compar- 
able to those of combat. 

Further, recognizing that the evalua- 
tions shall only be as good as the cali- 
bration of the instrumentation used, a 
complete comprehensive standards labo- 
ratory shall be available for all. There 
should be no doubt that the assembled 
data should be as refined and as accu- 
rate as it is possible to obtain. 

In the near future the technical pro- 
gram at the Army Electronic Proving 
Ground should be most active. There are 
high hopes for definite and progressive 
accomplishments which will further con- 
tribute to our scientific knowledge and to 
our national defense.

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Rank Increases For Coast Guard Reserve 
Officers To Parallel Those of Regulars 


Promotion policies for Reserve officers 
of the Coast Guard will more closely 
parallel those of their Regular con- 
temporaries beginning next July when 
the Reserve Officer Personnel Act goes 
into effect. 

The new promotion rules contained in 
ROPA follow regulations already in use 
for Coast Guard Reservists. However, 
they have been modified in slight degree 
to conform more closely to promotion 
practices for Regulars. 

As it relates to the Coast Guard, ROPA 
provides for the promotion of only those 
Reserve officers who are in active status. 
Selection boards will consider such Re- 
serve officers for either temporary or 
permanent promotion at approximately 
the same time that their running mates 
in the Regular service are considered. 
If promoted, Reserve officers will be as- 
signed the same date of rank as that 
given to their running mates and will 
be given full credit for precedence pur- 
poses for all time served in each grade 
whether on active or inactive duty. The 
rate and pattern of advancement will 
be substantially the same as that of 
Regular officers not restricted in the per- 
formance of duty. 

The following summary of Title VI of 
ROPA, governing the promotion of 
USCGR officers, shows how the new law 
will operate: 


TITLE VI 
The Coast Guard Reserve 
Sec. 601—Definitions 

(a) ‘‘Secretary’’ means Secretary of the re- 
spective department in which the Coast Guard 
is operating. 

(b) ‘‘Reserve’’ means the Coast Guard Re- 
serve. 

(c) ‘‘Reserve officer’’ means an officer in 
the Coast Guard Reserve except those specifi- 
cally excluded by subsec. 602(b). 

Sec. 602—Applicability 

(a) This title applies only to the Coast 
Guard Reserve. 

(b) This Act is not applicable to Reserve 
officers whose names appear in the Register 
of Commissioned and WOs and Cadets of 
the USCG. Such officers shall be considered 
for promotion under the regulations govern- 
ing promotion of Regular CG officers as 
though such officers were officers of the Reg- 
ular CG. 

(c) This title shall apply equally to women 
members of the Reserve except where other- 
wise indicated. 

_ (d) Temporary members of the CGR (Coast 
Guard Reserve) are excluded from the pro- 
visions of this Act. 

Sec, 603—Strength and Distribution 

(a) The authorized number of officers in 

the CGR in active status shall be six thou- 
sand, The actual number at any time shall 
not exceed the authorized number unless the 
Secretary so determines, or unless the excess 
results directly from the operation of man- 
datory provisions of this or other laws. 
_ (b) The authorized number of CGR officers 
in active status in each of the grades below 
RAdm. shall be a percentage of the total 
number of officers in active status below the 
grade of RAdm., as follows:

The number for each grade 
shall be the number deemed necessary to pro- 
vide equitable promotion opportunity among 
succeeding groups of Reserve officers and an 
adequate continuing strength of Reserve offi- 
cers in an active status, and shall not cause 


| the number of Reserve officers in active status 


in any grade to exceed the number author- 
ized in this section for that grade. 
Sec. 604—Promotion 

(a) Except as otherwise provided in law, 
all promotions of Reserve officers shall be ef- 





fected pursuant only to the recommendation 
of a selection board. 

(b) Selection boards shall be convened from 
time to time so that Reserve officers in the 
promotion zone for a particular grade will 
receive consideration for promotion concur- 
rently with, or as soon as practicable after, 
their running mates. Separate boards may 
be convened to consider officers in one or 
more grades; or one board may be convened 
to consider officers in all grades, whichever is 
most practicable, provided that all members 
of such boards shali be senior to all officers 
to be considered by the board. 


(c) Each selection board, from among those 
officers whose names are submitted to it as 
determined by sec. 607 of this title, and with- 
out regard to existing precedence or senio- 
rity, shall recommend for promotion those 
officers whom it considers to be qualified to 
assume the duties of the next higher grade. 
Such officers shall receive consideration in 
the order of their relative seniority and when 
the number of officers found to be qualified 
equals the number of vacancies to be filled, 
the board need not consider any officers jun- 
ior to the last officer found to be qualified 
and recommended for promotion. 


(d) Any junior officers not considered pur- 
suant to subsec. (c) of this section shall not be 
considered to have failed of selection, and the 
names of such officers shall be again sub- 
mitted to the next selection board. 


(e) The law and regulations now or here- 
after existing relating to the selection for 
promotion of commissioned officers of the CG 
to the grade of RAdm, shall apply to officers 
of the Reserve except that no officer in the 
grade of captain shall be eligible for con- 
sideration who has not completed a mini- 
mum of 20 years of total commissioned CG 
or CGR service. Until 1 Jan. 1963, for pur- 
poses of this subsection, in addition to actual 
commissioned service, a Reserve officer ini- 
tially appointed in a grade above that of en- 
sign shall be allowed a period of constructive 
service equal to that of the regular officer 
next senior to him in precedence who has 
served continuously on active duty and who 
has not lost numbers or precedence, com- 
puted from the date of such regular officer's 
first appointment as ensign up to the date of 
original appointment of such Reserve officer. 

(f) The report of each promotion board 
Shall be submitted to the Commandant for 
review and transmission to the President for 
approval. In case any officer or officers recom- 
mended by a board for promotion are not 
acceptable to the President, final action hy 
the President will disapprove their selection 
for promotion. 


(g) The recommendations of promotion 
boards, as approved by the President, will 
constitute promotion lists from which pro- 
motion of officers of the Reserve will be made, 
Subject to establishment of physical qualifi- 
cation and verification that service subse 
quent to the convening of the promotion 
board has remained of satisfactory charac- 
ter. Officers on a promotion list will remain 
thereon until promoted unless removed by 
the President for due cause. If an existing 
promotion list has not been exhausted by the 
time a later list has been approved, all re- 
maining officers on the older list shall be ten- 
dered appointments before use of the later 
list is commenced. s 


(h) The procedure of selection boards and 
the procedures for effecting the promotion 
of those officers selected shall be as deter- 
mined by the Secretary. 

Sec. 605—Precedence 


Reserve officers shall have rank and take 
precedence in their respective grades among 
themselves and with officers of the same 
grades of the Regular CG respectively in ac- 
cordance with the dates of rank as stated in 
their commissions. When Reserve and Regu- 
lar officers have the same date of rank in a 
grade, such officers shall take precedence as 
determined by the Secretary.
